BREAKING OF THE DEADLOCK AND 
FINAL ADJOURNMENT, 


The Closng Hours of the Extra Session~A Protest 
Against the Resolution Passed Compelling the 
Attendance of Members—Other Proceed- 
ings of the United States Senate. 


Wasuinxncton, October 20.—The executive session 
of the senate closed at three o'clock this morn- 
ing. Nodecided action was taken on the Stratham 
when the doors were 
reopened the sen te adjourned to 
aneet at noon to-daf. Owing to 
the late hour at which the senate adjourned Jast 
night there was but a small attendance of senators 
when the journal was read this morning. 

Mr. Mill. of Georgia, offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That appointments to offices under the 
federal government ought not to be made to con- 
trol or influence the elections in the several states, 
and appointments with such intent are unwise, un- 
patriotic and eontrary to the spirit of our political 
institutions, and if continued without rebuke by 
the people, will become dangerous to the perpetuity 


motnitation, and 


of our institutions. 

Mr. Hill asked for immdediate consideration of 
the resolution, but Mr, McMullan objecting, it was 
aid over under the rnles. 

The republican senators held a caucus this morn- 
ing to define what course should be pursued in 
regard to the existing deadlock over the Lynch- 
burg post-offige nomination, As a result of the 
brief interchange of views, it was devided to ap- 
pointa committee to confer with President Arthur 
and to be guided by his wishes, whether to con- 
tinue their struggle for Stratham’s confirmation or 
to dispose of other unfinished executive business 
this afternoon, and allow the Lynchburg nomina- 
tion to go. over without action (unless it be with- 
drawn by the president) and adjourn the senate 
sine die, leaving the Stratham induction to office to 
be effected by presidential appointment imme- 
«diately thereafter. The committee appointed in 
accordance with this determination will wait upon 
President Arthur, and it is generally belived that 
the result will be the break of the deadlock and 
speedy adjournment sine dic, 

The senators who cbnferred with the president in 
relation to the Lynchburg nominations were Ferry 
and Mahone. Aftertheir return the nominations 
were laid aside, and the senace dispatched the re- 
maining business readily, and a number of nomi- 
nations were confirmed before the final adjourn 
ment, 

The senate, at 12: motion Mr. Allison 
went into exccutive session. While the doors were 
still closed, but after the transaction of 
business had been concluded, Mr. Sherman offered 
& resolution for the appointinent of a committee of 
éwo to Wait on the president and inquire if he had

any further business to lay before the senate, 
resolution was adopted and Messrs. Sherman and 
Bavard appointed on said committee. Subsequent- 
ly they reported thatthey had performed their 
é<luty and that the president had nothing further to 
communicate. : 

Mr. Maxey moved that when the senate adjourns 
to davyit be sine die. Agreed to. 

Mr. Bayard offered the following resolution. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the ure 
tendered to Hon, Dayid Davis for. the 
eourtesy, impartiality and ability with which 
he has performed his duties as president pro tem. 
Agreed to Unanimously. 

Mr. Davis having resumed the ehair, which fora 
gaoment he had vacated, said;

The doors were then, at 4:30, opened and the 
usual leavestaking exchanged and in a few mo 
ments the senate chamber was deserted.

The undersigned, members of the -senate of the 
United States, hereby formally-aind earnestly pro- 
test Against the execution of the resolutions offered 
and adopted yesterday under the rule prohibiting 
debate in the absence of a quorum of the senate, by 
a vote of 19 to 17, directing the sergeant-at-arms to 
compel the attendance of the senators named in 
said resolution, 

First, because said resolution is in violation of 
the oth section of the first article of the constitution, 
Which authorizes a smaller number than a quoruin 
of each house to compel attendance of absent mem- 
bers only When the manner of such compulsion 
and penalty for refusal to attend have been pro- 
Vided—no provision having ever been made by this 
senate of the manner of compelling attendance of 
its absent members, hor any penalty aftixed for 
their refusal to attend. 

second, beeanse said resolution and order vio- 
lates the fre¢dom from arrest guaranteed to each 
member of the senate under article Ist, section 6 of 

» Constitution. 

Third, because said 
der violates an unbroken, 
honorable usage and custom of the senate. under 
Which members now absent have paired and ab- 
sented themselves only uuder such misuuderstand- 
ing. 

Fourth. Because said resolutions were suddenly 
and without any previous notice introduced and 
adopted after midnight, with no opportunity for 
debate, and are unwarranted, dangerous departures 
irom the line of precedent and constitutional gov: 
ernment of this body.

The protest was next discussed at great length 
andinreply it was vigerously contended by Mr. 
Edmunds and other Sr yee senators that the 
warrant did not direct the arrest of anybody, and 
that nobody had been arrested.

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Of the New Secretary—Five Prominent Men Who 
Have Climbed the illll Together. 

NEW York, October 27.—Charles James Folger 
was born in Massachusetts,-on April 16, 1S18, and 
went to New York state when twelve years old, his 
parenis settling in Geneva, which has ever sinee 
been his home. In 181 he was elected 
county judge of Oitariv county, 
and held the ottice for years. Ife 
was known in those days as a Silas Wright democrat. 
Subsequently he drifted off with the barnburners 
wing of the democracy into the republican party 
on the slavery question. He identitied himself 
with that purty when it was first organized, and at 
the close of his term as coun.y judge he began to 
tke an active part in the politics of the state. 
lu the fall of ISSl he was elected by the 
republicans in his = district to the state 
scimite, and was re-elected ii 1863, 1885, 
1867, thus serving eight vears in succession, most of 
the time being president pro tem of the sen- 
ate, and after the first years’ service was 
recognized as the leader of his party in the chamber. 
At the close of his senatorial term, in 1860, Mr. Fol- 
ger Was appointed United States sub-treasu- 
er in New ork by President (rrant. 
This position he held until 1870, when he was 
elected judge of the court of appeals. When Chief- 
Justice Chureh died, in May, 1880, Governor Cor- 
nell designated Mr. Folger as chief justice. Last 
February his appointinent as secretary of the treas- 
ury in President Gartield’s cabinet was for a time 
regarded as Certain. 

There is a bit of interesting political history con- 
nected with Folger, Ex-Gevernor Morgan, Sub- 
Treasurer Hillhouse, Colonel George A. Bliss aad 
President Arthur. These men have held peculiar 
relations toeach other ‘tor twenty or twenty-five 
years. Mr. Morgan is, of course, the oldest 
and most distinguished figure in the group. 
He Was eloeter governor in J&58, and 
held the oflice for the four follow- 
ing years. At the outset he made Colonel Bliss his 
private secrétary, and one year later he appointed 
him paymaster-general. Early in his term the 
governor made Mr.° Arthur his engineer-in-chief. 
and subsequently advanced him to the position of 
er eee and tinally quartermaster-gen- 
eral. Mr. Hillhouse, who then resided in Geneva, 
was elected to the state senate in November, 1859, 
from the Ontario, Geneva and Lutes district. In 
the summer of IN61, before hix senatorial term ex- 
pired, Gevethor Morgan appointed Hillhouse udjv 
tantgeneral. Thus we see that Arthur, HilMiouse 
and Bliss were the managing members of Governor 
Morgan's military staff for about two years, when 
the state was raising and oflicering of regi- 
ments of volunteers for the war of the rebellion. 

At this point Judge Folger comes into the Morgan 
programme. When Hillhouse became adjutant- 
veneral, Folger was elected his in the 
state senate. He was a leading memberand the 
organ of Governor Morgan's administration. 

Itis rather interesting to trace the subsequent 
career of these tive gentleman. Governor Morgan 
became senator in congress. Mr. Hillheuse was 
chosen state comptroller. After remain- 
eight years i the State senate, 

Folger was appointed snb-treasurer He 

went on the bench of the court of 
appeals, and Mr. Hillhouse ultimately sueceeded 
him assub-treasurer. Colonel Bliss was appointed 
United States District-Attorney, and General 
Arthur became cellector of the _ port, N0O- 
body doubts that Arthur, Folger, Hillhouse 
and bliss were largely indebted to 
Governor Morgan’s influcnce for these important 
jaces, While Arthur, Hillhouse and Bliss owe to 
lim alone their first start in official life. It is not 
singular, therefore, to see these five names running 
a good deal together just now. 
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RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


A Letter te Hen. Campbell Wallace from Commia- 
sioner Pratt, of Missour't. 

JEFFERSON CITy, ISSL.—Iion. Canip 
bell Wallace, Railroad Commissioner, Atlanta, Ga. 
—Dear Sir: Some kind friend has sent mea copy 
Of THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION Containing the plan 
fora United States railroad commission, suggested 
by the Hon. J. Fletcher Johnston, chairman of the 
Kentucky commission and indorsed by vou. 
~ T wish to say that I also approve that plan, as you 
Willsee by anitemin the Tribune of this city, a 
copy of Which is herewith mailed to vou. In facet, 
If think ita happy hit, and hope that Commissione 
Johnston, or Whoever may draft the act of congress 
on this subject, which may tinally become law,may 
be as happy in detining the powers and duties of 
that commission. 

In this country, most ,railroad franchises are 
granted by the state governmeat:. Railroad com- 
panies are created by them to be public servauts as 
common Carriers,and my mind is perfectly clear 
austo the right andduty of the state to supervise 
theTr operations. In creating railroad commissions 
for this purpose, We haye, I think, made the right 
move, as is shown in the pamphlet on ‘‘transporta- 
tion by railroad,’ herewith mailed to you. But as 
to the precise powers to be given to and the duties 
to be imposed upon such commissions, or, in the 
language of the paper quoted by Commissioner 
Johnston. “The principles on which state laws 
regulating rates of transportation by railroad should 
be based,’’ I confess that after six vears constant 
study of these matters, lam yet open to conviction 
and would be glad to have a report on the subject 
froma committee of experts. 

As to congressional action I have been of the 
opinion that when we sill have perfected the 
mode and mannerof state supervision, we will 
be better prepared to approach the 
subject of supervision by the general 
government. Unquestionably congress has the 
right to regulate inter-state commerce, but the 
principles applicable in the states will doubtless 
upply to the United States; so that when Sthese are 
settled in respect to the former, there w ilf be little 
difficulty in regard to the litter case. 

In the elucidation of these subjects, I think the 
country has a right to expect fhat railroad commis- 
sieners shall take the lead, and lam willing to meet 
with the others once or twice a year, and to take 
time fora full discussion of all subjects that any 
commissioner may bring forward. Very respect-

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Uncle Rufus Hatch and His Wily Ways-—The Im- 
mense Amount of Northern Capital Being Sent 
South for Investment— Mabel Wilbeforce’s 
Sad Pate—Sealskins and Their Cost. 
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NEW YorxK, October 28.—As winter draws near 
speculation on Wall street assumes a more desper- 
ate character.

Just 
now there is something of an upward boom 
in stocks—half a point is called a ‘“‘boom’’ nowa- 
days—because of arrangements looking toward 
peace between the railroad companies. Nobody 
knows just what degree of peace there may be 
reached, and ro one has the foolhardiness to be- 
lieve that it will continue, but its effects are rather 
favorable than otherwise on stocks. There is sym- 
pathy to thisin the appointment of Governor Mor- 
gan to the treasury portfolio, and half a dozen little 
things which have given the markcta tise apd the 
boys a grip. Nearly everybody has heard of Uncle 
Rufus Hatch. He is a great “‘bear’’ talker, but 
usually seems to operate on the bull side of the 
market. He propheciesa panic, because he says the 
crop has failed this year on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, and nearly enough has been raised to feed the 
people of the ‘“‘effete monarchies’’ abroad. That 
railroad building has gone to such extent that mil- 
lions on millions are locked up where they can 
never be got out; that money has been withdrawn 
from legitimate business to be invested in specula- 
tive channels, and then God knews where it goes to, 
butit never does any good; and, that further 
argues the sapient Uncle Rufus, we are on the 
threshold of financial chaos, and the crack of doom 
will soon be heard in the panic that will be 
more serious than any we have ever known. 
Then, Uncle Rufus, having impressed this facet

Cheap Travel. 
New York Journal of Commerce. 
The railroad war waged in passenger rates last 
summer did not turn out disastrously. Though 
fares between the principal cities cast and west 


| reached the lowest point ever known, the earnings 


of the competing lines from this source were not 
unsatisfactory. This question still remains to be 
solved—to what extent can fares be reduced s0 as to 
increase the volume of receipts on that account 
more than the consequent expenditures? This 
will be determined, not by fierce competition, 
where each rival is trying to injure the others, but 
by careful tests made for the sole purpose of get- 
ting at the truth. The English railroad companies 
are now deriving the bulk of their increase from 
the third-class or cheapest travel. This com- 
rises 63 per cent of all their passenger receipts, 
having grown to that proportion from 27 per cent in 
1850. In other words, the effect of low third-class 
rates has been toincrease the volume of that kind 
of travel until it has become the main reliance of 
the companies. At the same time, the net earnings 
of the lines have gained steadily. The reports of 
the last quarter from the principal lines leave no 
rooni for doubt that low passenger fares are profit- 
able in England, An increase of about £150,000 is 
shown by comparison for the corresponding three 
months of two years. This was the period of holli- 
dav and tourist traffic, when Englishmen of moder- 
ute meaus were trying to secure the greatest sum of 
enjoyment for their money. But the rule works 
wellin all seasons, and is as applicable to the 
United States as to England.

GRIFFLY, October 29.—Spalding county ‘took 
another stride last Wedesday in the right 
direction, and by a vote direct from the 
mouths of the people, blew a blast which 
swept the question of “fence™ years to the 
rear. It took considerable nursing and coax- 
inns togetthe matter down fine enough for 
all classes to see it, but thanks to the energy 


of such men asS. W. Bloodworth, S. H. Wil- 
son, H. Padgett, and other sold men of the 
county, this was at last accomplished. To 
Mr. M. G. Dobbins, also, of Bartow county, 
is due much of the credit forthe hard work 
of canvassing for ‘‘no fence.’ Mr. Dobbins 
has convincing proofs that there’s 
money savedin keeping stock enclosed, and 
is doing valued services to the state by liis 
efforts to abolish the old time and proverbial 
«snake fence. The vote was much stronger 
Wednesday than was anticipated, and out of 
over 1,000 ballots, fully three-fourths were for 
“no fence.’’

The en- 
tire county will sympathize with these gen- 
tlemen andall who sustained loss from the 
fire. Either safety lainps will have to be used 
or the farmers will have to to carry 
their cotton to any one who gins after night.

MEETING FAMILIAR FACES IN ‘ST. 
PETER'’S. ; 


The Stars and Stripes Floating Over 4 Peanut Stand 
im Nap] s—The Perpiexities of a Consulship- 
The Heavy Debt of Italy and High Taxes 
~The Church Property Question. 


Special Correspondence © oustitution. 

Rome, Italy, August 27.--One notable ine- 
dent | have overlooked in my letter relating 
to Naples. Those really usefal, but not inuch 
criticized, public servants, the American con- 
suls-are not as hearty in the recognition ol 
their countrymen @& the traveler feels to be 
right and natural in itself. Travelers are not 

always reasonable beings—indeed many of 
‘them are exceedingly unreasonable and trou- 
blesome—and I do not blame the consul who 
trembles at the appearance of an American 
face in his office. It is usually the harbinger 
of woe to his goud natate, his time, patience 
and purse. So many have become “short” of 
friends, applied to the consuls, and broken 
faith with them afterwards, that I think those 
officers are justified in manifesting a rather 
reserved attitude to the traveling colonies that 
are constantly going and coming about them. 
Knowing this state of things, I have not in 
any place sought tw find out the consul, ex- 
cept in Naples, and he was absent froin home 
at the time. 

Not quite,mal apropos are these reflections, 
for 1 was in this train of thought on miy first 
evening in Naples, as 1 was walking up the 
famous Toledo street, when my eye cauglit 
the sight of our national flag—the ‘‘stars ai 
stripes’ —unfolded and kissing the cool breezes 
from the bay of Naples. It was the first time 
I had seen my country’s flag in real bunting 
since I landed in Kurope. The feelings it 
awakened only an American in a distant land 
ean conceive or realize. [was some distance 
away, on thé lower side of the street, before 
the steep plame which leads to the royal pal 
ace. Moreover, the tlag was in motion, but 
slowly, as if the bearer was carrying it at the 
head of a procession. A variety of conjectures 
entered my mind as to the meaning of this 
proceeding, and L hastened, as much as the 
throng of men, women, ehildren, dogs, goats, 
carts, Wagons, Omnibuses, carriages and pack- 
mules would allow me, to overtake the bearer 
of the American Ile moving

To make them the crowning 
dessert on board a British ship was high 
honor, but to have the voober exalted to thre 
lofty station vecupied by itin Naples, and to 
see u flag seven or cight fcet in length hoisted 
over the peripatetic box of roasted peas is a 
sublumity oc grandeur which | never expected 
to be reached by the products of the sandhills 
of Georgia! 

lI had some conversation with the ground- 
pea vender; but be was too busy in measuring 
and weighing Iws peas to the hungry crowd, 
and | could only extract from him the fact 
that he had never been to America, and knew 
no more abgut the United States than he did 
of the land of the Zulus. My readers can 
draw their own conclusions as to the signifi- 
cance of this event. Lam confident that nigiit 
and day, so long as that trader lives in Naples, 
the ‘stars and stripes’’ will both shelter the 
goobers and their triendly folds, and invite a 
wondering multitude to invest: a few pennies 
in the great Aimerican luxury, rousced pea- 
nuts, 

How pleasant is the sight ofan old’ friend 
in a foreign land! [am not now alluding to 
the ground-peas, but to «a very different -sub- 
ject. Yesterday morning. | was taking dewn 
notes of the measurements ihe 
churches in the world, recorded and marked 
by brazen staurs on the floor ot St. Peter's 
church, when L saw a group of gentlemen ap- 
proaching me with extended hands. They 
were Rey. Drs. Potter, ¢ alloway and Andrews. 
together with the son of Dr. ¢ ‘alloway—three ot 
them from Georgia, and the other from <Ala- 
bama. We had been in tie city, not more 
than ten minutes’ walk apart, for nearly two 
days and knew nothing of the fact that we 
were near each other, in the evening | spent 
several hours with these gentlemen, recount- 
ing our several experiences of travel. lt was 
to me a most retreshing interview. For more 
than amonth I had been alone, meeting no 
one | had known in other days, and tor three 
SUCCESSIVE stoppages it Was my fortune to Occu- 
py a hotel as the one solitary guest! In Flor- 
ence, Naples and in Rome l have been alto- 
gether alone. This is not the season for travel 
In Italy. The king, Humbert, lis family and 
court, are away among the northern lakes and 
Austrian fills. Everybody that “‘sumuimers 
it’ in the cool groves and shady walks of 
mountain retreats irom Rome. and 
oniy the ordimary t affic in sma!l and trif !n» 
goods engages the attention of resident ni r 
chants. Palaces are closed—the owners are 
away. The pope is ina sour humor, foment- 
ing thereby a public opinion that wil] nignke 
itself known by no uncertain sounds before 
many moons have passed. 

So, solitary as lL have been, the encounter 
with my Georgia and Alabama friends was nan 
oasis in the desert here. For the time our 
native land and its associations came back to 
me in retreshing force, and | parted from 
them with regret. To-day they take the 
journey over which I have already passed, 
and, Providence pemitting, we shall meet in 
London two weeks hence. 

I know not whether a detailed description 
of the sights and scenes in Rome wou!d inter- 
est the readers of Tue Coxsrrrutiox, We are 
all so familiar with them, from books of 
travel, that they require a facile pen to Make 
them attrative now. lorthe present.th n.iw ] 
give attention to some matters thai relate to 
the kingdom of Itaiy, and to the political for- 
tunes of the dethroned potentate that declares 
himself a ‘prisoner’ in the vatican. 

There can be no question that the union of 
the Italian states under one head is a blessing 
to these lands. in former ages the oppression 
of the people kept) up petty royalties in ex- 
pensive and luxurious state, without anv 
compensating advantages. The existence of 
little monarchies side by siile was the occa- 
sion of endiess strife and disastrous wars. 
Each dukedem and principality had its army 
and some of thema navy, andall the expen- 
ditures were paid by a people who had little 
cause for promoting industry, and hoped only 
to secure the necessaries of life. Out of the 
soil comes, at the last analysis, the wealth of 
a nation—and the soil of Italy is not rieh or 
fertile. No motives to skilled agriculture ex- 
isting, the land did not, and does not now. 
wreiuee a fair reward for labor expended on 
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At last the states of Italy have be-ome one

chapters in the records of the nineteenth cen- | 
jtury.

sonal triumph 
king, the whole of Italy was eventually em- 
braced under the «gis of a common flag 
and a uniform administration, The difficul- 
ties ip the way were tar greater than those 
confronted Bismarck in the unification of the 
German people. Above all was the shadow 
of a great spiritual empire, claiming to hold 
in divinely given POSSESSION the keys of do- 
minion on earth and in heaven. Jn spite of 
remonstrance, threats, demunciations, bulls 
and ex-communications, the royal hand hela 
firmly the reins of the advancingghariot, and 
drove it at Jast in triumpl.o Rome, the capi- 
tal of Caesars. Public opinion was prepared 
for the event, and no mere words of inurtal 
mun, be be “inialitble, or otherwise, can at- 
fect the present status. A Wise pope, advised 
by sensible cardinals, “‘would accept the situa- 
tion’ and move on with the current of the 
times. But Leo the Thirteenth is not a wise 
pope. Neither has he advisers who read the 
signs of the times to profit by them. 

The creation of the new kingdom was inev- 
itably attended by the creation of a great debt 
which Italy ispoorly able to pay. Confronted 
by sea and land with hereditary enemies, she 
is compelled to support an army of 250,000 
men, This immense expenditure is only a 
small part of the public burden, which indus- 
try must carry. Asa consequence the taxes 
are high. ‘There are murmurs of complaint 
by the people of Turin and of Florence. In 
the latter city the municipal government, on 
the removal af the capital to Fiorence, incur- 
red a vast debt in improvements which adorn 
and beautify the city, but the king and the 
government remoyed to Rome, and left Flor- 
ence with a depleted population and an over- 
whelming debt. The national government 
is not able to pay it, and the Florentines must 
do it. My guide informed ime as we drove 
through the beautiful park on the bank of 
the Arno, tliat real estate Was 
taxed fully forty per cent at the present 
time! I thought this an error, but he gave 
me the figures and assured me that he was 
correct. Whether he was or not, there is no 
doubt that the whole of Italy is subject to 
severe taxation. The exports are increasing 
and will continue to increase, but this, an 
apparent benefit to the whole country, isa 
great hardship to the laboring classes. The 
eXport ol products of the soil increases the 
cost of living and bears hardly upon the poor. 
If the national exposition at Milan shall 
eventuate in the introduction of inproved 
implements of husbandry, this evil will be 
partly remedied. But improvements are not 
readily adopted by Ltalian farmers. They 
are as slow to perceive the advantages of deep 
plowing, the use fertilizers and man) 
labor-suving tools, as some of the old time 
farmers in America, But the age is one 
progress. Irrigation of the soil, preperly con- 
ducted, would more than double the products 
of many miles of Italian territory. 

But the great problem that confronts the 
vovernment now, is the status of the church. 
The question of the temporal power of the 
pope is no longer a debatable one, That issue 
issettled. The pope of Rome will never bea 
temporal prince again. No congress of nations 
@ould force such a state of things Upon a peo- 
ple who have once enjoyed the benefits of a 
iar superior system of government, About 
the worst establishment that ever bore the 
name of sovereignty, was the papal dominion 
in the states of the church. It crushed out 
every aspiration of the people and came very 
near making the whole territory a desert. 

It not now an issue whether the pope 
shall be a temporal prince. Enthroned at 
the vatican, as a spiritual lord, if he were 
wise he might remain the head of a church, 
but not the ruler of a people. But the con- 
stant antagonism of busy partisans, the irrita- 
tion consequent upon appeals to the super- 
stition of the so-called ‘‘religions,” and the 
incendiary opposition to the civil rulers—all 
these, and more influences have created a 
powerful party, already in the ascendant, 
and destined to shape the policy of the goy- 
ernment. ‘This party calls tor the withdrawal 
of the immunities granted tothe pope. The 
civil power has tendered hiim enough to sup 
piy every want, and every ambition of a 
reasonable head of a church. This, Pi 
Nono spurned, and his successor is folloaving 
in his footsteps. The hostility recently mani- 
fested against the dead pope has been followed 
by occurrences that have a prophetic outiook.

It is the secularization of the property of the 
ehurch, Many millions of doilars are sunk, 
buried, to all intents and purposes, in gaudy 
exhibitions in the churches. These may re- 
main, for they attract a profitable stream of for- 
eign travel. But there are Vast 
properties which produce notiing—are 
useful inno way to state or people. These 
lands and properties, as in other Roman Cath- 
olic countries, so in Italy, are needed by a 
starving people. - The church must give then 
up, sooner or later, with a good grace or an 
iilgrace, but give them upshe must.
